In many respects Finest in History 


lowa’s 72d Annual State Fair will stand in history as one of 
magnanimous endeavors of a mighty Agricultural people. No 
division of her agricultural display was slighted in the least. The 
dairy breeds just about held their own numerically as compared 
with other years. The horse and mule show was up to the average 
for the past few shows; sheep showed a stiff gain in numbers and 
quality. Swine brought out about the regulation number of entries; 
some breeds fell off while others increased to make up the de- 
ficiency. Some of the swine classes were the largest in the history 
of the show and the quality was just about that much superior to 
other events on these grounds. In fact, it was generally proclaimed 
the greatest show ever held any where at any time. 

The beef cattle barns could 
scarcely hold more cattle, and the 
baby beef division overflowed into 
some of the old barns down the 
line. The industrial display per- 
haps was superior to other years 
too. In fact everything pointed to 
a record breaking show and suc- 
ceeded in all details except attend- 
ance which fell below last year be- 
cause of the regular nightly heavy 
rains and floods that covered the 
south half of the state, which made 
driving out of the question. No 
drive, no fair these days, as it is 
entirely too inconvenient to make 
extensive railroad connections both 
coming and going. In the not far 
distant future Iowa will be out of 
the mud—then rain or no rain, the 
fair will have no mud to suffer 
from on attendance _ shortage. 
Nothing but words of praise were 
heard from every quarter relative 
to the conduct of the management 6 he bet 
toward the exhibitors and visitors. se B3 


finish was of the highest order and these herds will go out from 
Iowa and hold their own in any company with which they may 
meet up on the various circuits. 

Stanley R. Price, of Creston, Illinois, did an excellent piece of 
work as judge in the breeding classes. The aged bull class brought 
out five contestants, any one of them good enough to make a cre- 
ditable top in the absence of the ones above him. Blackcap Ban- 
dolier 2d 363329, was in excellent fit, his great depth and width 
was well contained within an exceptionally mellow hide. He was 
a beautiful piece of beef and naturally enough went to the top of 
the class and later defeated his competitors for senior champion- 
ship. He also cleaned the platter in the finals for grand champion- 
ship honors. He is not only a wonderful 


individual but is a sire of more than or- 
dinary value as his sons and daughters 
in the Schmuecker herd attested. Old 
Earl Marshall had a son on crutches in 
second place, having met up with an ac- 
cident that put one of his hind feet in 
the hospital, so he could not show to ad- 
vantage. The blood of this old warrior 
flowed freely in every class. Earl Ryan 
could not help but show some elation 
over the fact that the top four bulls had 
descended through their breeding. 

Baden Marshall defeated his stall 
mate, Escort Marshall, in the next class, 
it being an airtight decision. Rosenfeld’s 
Eventually made a decidedly pleasing 
top for the next class. This closed the 
senior bull classes. 

The first junior class was led by 
Bar Marshall 11th and he was also made 
junior champion bull but could not make 
a scratch on the aged bull in the finals. 
Bandolier’s Blackeap went to the head 
of the list for the junior yearling class 
and descendants of Earl Marshall held

Feeder and Fat Cattle Demonstration and Meat Exhibit 


One of the most instructive exhibits at the recent Iowa State 
Fair was found at the main entrance to the cattle barns. The big 
circle about the sale pavilion was turned over to the Meat exhibit. 
The C. L. Percival Company of Des Moines furnished the huge 
ice box and the refrigeration equipment. Along either side wall 
was arranged a set of pens. Those to the north contained the 
feeder steers as per grades, above each pen was given the grade 
and the selling price together with other information of value. 
The pens to the south were used for fatted steers representing the 
finished product for each of the grades represented in the north 
pens. Here, too, placards announced the prices, weights, etc. 

These live animals had an audience continually. At times 
much discussion resulted. There were those who disagreed with 
the valuations applied, others could not see the gradings, etc, ete. 
These arguments and discussions indeed served to bring home 
more truths and facts relative to cattle and cattle feeding, buying 
and selling and grading than could possibly have been assembled 
in a series of two hour lectures. Besides they were much more 
interesting. In it all the one conclusion that stood uppermost was 
the argument for better beef and the use 
of better sires.

“This exhibit shows the retail cuts of beef from each prime 
good and common carcasses. Quality is shown in the cut of the 
prime carcass by the bright red color and even grain of texture 

of the lean meat, and the extent 
to which the lean is “marbled”

In the big ice box were displayed whole 
sides of carcasses similar to the grades 
shown on foot, many of the more common 
cuts were also shown side by side, these too 
represented their respective cattle on foot. 
Ribbon stringers ran from the cuts to the 
sides on the hooks directing attention to the 
fact that one was related to the other. The 
Journal doubts very much if there was a 
display on the grounds that had greater 
educational value or that was appreciated 
more. 

Rex Beresford of the Animal Hus- 
bandry Extension Service at Iowa State Col- 
lege, Ames, was in charge of the exhibit, 
being assisted by C. W. McDonald and R. 
W. Snyder of the department. The cattle 
used were supplied by the Omaha Yards Co., 
the Live Stock Exchange and the Trader’s 
Exchange, for the feeder display and the 
various packing companies supplied the fat 
cattle and the meats used in the boxes. 

A little pamphlet entitled “Cattle 


with fat. It is shown by the 
thickness of meat covering over 
the bone and by the thickness 
of the clear white fat. 
“Contrast this with the dark 
red lean meat with its lack of 
“marbling” and the thin layer 
of yellow fat found only on the 
outside, as shown in the cuts 
from the common carcass.

“Towa feed lots furnished 753,903 or al- es ae ee 
most 48 per cent of the beef steers sold 
from the Chicago market in 1924. During 
the past five years, Iowa cattle feeders have 
furnished to the public markets for slaugh- 
ter a total of 9,272,000 head of cattle. This is an average of 1,855,- 
000 head per year. The actual number has varied from 1,666,000 
in 1921 to 2,177,000 in 1924. 

“It is estimated that 80 to 85 per cent of these cattle fed for 
market in Iowa are furnished by some other than the man who 
grew them. This means that approximately 1,500,000 head of 
cattle are purchased annually as feeders. These are purchased 
largely from the central markets while a great many are purchased 
direct from the range and from local growers. The price basis, 
however, is always on the central market price. These figures 
indicate the scope of the cattle feeding industry in lowa and the 
—* of this exhibit and demonstration in feeder and fat 
cattle. 

Market Grades of Steers 

“Thirty-two live steers furnished by the live stock interests of 
the Omaha, Nebraska, market are shown in the pens in the follow- 
ing order: Four choice feeder steers, 4 choice fat steers, 4 good 
feeder steers, 4 good fat steers, 4 medium feeder steers, 4 medium 
fat steers, 4 common feeder sters, 4 common fat steers. The steers 
have been carefully selected on the Omaha market to represent 
those market grades. The object of this demonstration in con- 
nection with the exhibit of market grades of beef is to show with 
actual animals and meats the relationship between the feeder 
steer as he is ready to enter the feed lot, and the fat steer as he 
is finished and ready for slaughter, and the wholesale and retail

come into the battle line. They live at Blairstown, a small town 
in the eastern portion of Iowa, and from all appearances have had 
many years experience in selecting and growing cattle. For when 
they decided to go into the Aberdeen-Angus breeding business they 
knew exactly what they wanted and went about it in a most un- 
assuming way. The Journal keeps pretty close tab on what is 
going on, but this is one herd that gave us a surprise. 

The herd showed at six or eight of the biggest events last 
year and the great herd bull, Blackcap Bandolier 2d, was made 
grand champion at both Peoria and Springfield, Illinois, and the 
Minnesota state fairs, he stood next the top at the rest of 
them, holding third position at the International. So far this 
year he has made the same record at Danville and Springfield, 
Illinois, and the lowa State Fair; he will go along to many others 


where he is certain to stand at or next the top. 


He is a wonderful show bull, low-set, perhaps more so than 
any other bull out this season, wide, deep, just about right in every 
way, deeply covered and smooth as an apple, has a wonderful hide. 
His shortcomings are scarcely worthy of notice. The young things 
by him are of the highest order. The few heifers on offer should 
be snatched up by the best breeders immediately to be crossed with 
their great bulls and the young bulls are the sort that should go 
into immediate service.

lower of Iowa’s young life came into full bloom at the 
‘oie ae Fair grounds, Saturday, August 28th, when nearly 800 
head of pure bred Shorthorn, Hereford and Aberdeen-Angus baby 
beeves wended thier way from the baby_beef quarters at the 
south side of the grounds to the big pavilion just north of the 
cattle barns. There were senior and junior classes for each breed 
and the numbers in each class were nearly on a parity. At this 
juncture it might not be out of place to review for an instant the 
history of the development of this all important branch of the beef 
making business. 

It was in 1915 that the first show was staged through the 
efforts of the extension department at Iowa State College, Ames, 
and if we mistake not Rex Beresford was in charge of this initial 
event. There were seventeen calves brought into the ring, re- 
presenting the three beef breeds mentioned earlier. The three 
breeds showed together. It was a rather crude affair, nevertheless, 
it proved to be the foundation stone upon which a mighty industry 
shall find its resting place for many years to come. 

For the benefit of those who were unable to review the mighty 
fine classes that paraded Saturday we want to paint a picture, 
and of course we shall use mostly black ink, although to com- 
plete this picture there must be some few dashes of color added, 
this primarily shall be a bit of red and a bit of white mixed by 
nature’s own process to produce a beautiful roan. 

Imagine if you will 150 head of cleverly fitted and finished 
young cattle of any breed lined around the extensive arena for 
the judge to work on. The embarassment must be intense. The 
man acting in this capacity should have the sympathy and full 
cooperation of every person within the ring as well as those 
upon the seats. For it is no small task to select and properly 
place fifty head. However the men who did the placing ac- 
complished their task in a most complimentary manner. 

The Hereford show lead in numbers and there was an 
abundance of quality attendant. The Shorthorn stood in second 
place as to numbers and in addition brought out what we should 
consider the finest junior class that has ever been presented for 
the breed, as it was in this group that the grand champion 
single steer was to be found. The Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
and admirers, naturally enough appreciate to the fullest ex- 
cellence wnerever found. When the senior class was finished 
a satisfied look rested upon the faces of the “Black fans.” But 
when the junior Shorthorn class came trailing into position 
hearts began to sink. “See that roan baby?” passed along 
the line and in true American sportsmanship all hands turned 
to applaud the winner even though our favorite color was to 
meet his Waterloo. It took the sweetest thing the Shorthorn 
breed has ever presented in this ring to carry away the grand 
championship honors. He was first of all a beautiful roan, 
nicely coated, low set, thick, deep and evenly balanced, carried a 
wealth of flesh and about all the bloom he will ever be able to 
master. He won hands down. 

J. M. (Milt) Tudor and Ed. T. Davis, placed the Aberdeen- 
Angus section and handled the big job in a most pleasing and sa- 
tisfactory way. When the senior class was called the Black 
fellows began to roll in and take positions along the outer circle 
of the arena. By the time the seventy head that were to partici- 
pate in the battle had taken their places the line reached half way 
around the ring. The ages being limited to practically four months 
brought out a rather even sized group of calves. The showing 
lacked a phenominally outstanding calf, although a large number 
of the tops were far above the ordinary. When the judge had 
finished Irvin Schmuecker’s good calf stood at the head of the 
line with young Dannen next. The Schmuecker calf proved a most 
acceptable top for his class and would easily have placed above his 
Shorthorn contemporary in a championship competition, but the 
two were not permitted to meet, as the final battle was to be be- 
tween members of the junior class. 

As a class the junior section appeared more pleasing to the 
eye. There was more finish and usually a better covering. Wil- 
lard Robinson brought his splendidly prepared calf, Peter Pan, to 
the top, and young Schmuecker crowded him severely, finally ac- 
cepting second position. In the finals for breed championship the 
junior calf went up, later to meet defeat in the grand champion- 
ship round for all breeds, grades and crossbreds. In this defeat he 
had nothing to be ashamed of—for the victor was without question 
the best specimen ever presented by the Shorthorn breed.., 


Marshall County did her stuff again in the best ten group of 
Aberdeen-Angus from one county, with Benton second, Wayne

third and Marion fourth. But when it came to the selection of 
champion over all breeds group the Doddies failed miserably, in 
fact they were not even recognized. Somehow Professors Trow- 
bridge and Kildee failed to see them. 

There was a mixed county group of ten, none of which had 
competed in any other class, that attracted much attention. These 
groups were made up of members of the three leading breeds and 
the personnel of these groups reveals some mighty interesting in- 
formation. It was pleasing to note the evenly balanced ratios in 
the groups as a whole. There was but one group minus Aberdeen- 
Angus, and the same is true with the Shorthorns; the Hrerefords 
were not represented in four groups of (Continued on page 9.)

ricultural Experiment Station. A charge of $3 is made for the 
bushel and a half to cover cost of the seed, the handling and the 
bag. 

Iobred is a strain which lived thru the winter of 1916-17 un- 
harmed, when other kinds grown alongside of it killed out com- 
pletely. Since then it has proven very hardy at the station and on 
various farms over the state where it has been tried. 

The ripened heads of Iobred have a distinct bronze color. The 
berry is decidedly short and plump, resembling spring wheat in 
this particular character. 

Those interested in giving lobred a trial should get in touch 
with the lowa Experiment Association, Ames, Iowa, at an early 
date in order that the seed may be shipped out promptly. 

If larger amounts than the trial lots are wanted, a good deal 
of certified seed may be secured from growers in various parts of 
the state.

The shows furnish a splendid place for comparison of efforts, 
teach true sportsmanship and tend to build character in the in- 
dividual youngsters that will be appreciated more fully as the 
years come along and the burdens of life attach themselves to 
these now apparently care free lads. Here it is that the calf that 
had grown, in the mind of his owner, to be ideal in type and con- 
formation is lined up alongside other calves that have perhaps been 
considered in the same light, the result is that one must succumb to 
the superior qualities of the other and it is right at this very mo- 
ment that the boys and girls gather a lesson that will not soon be 
forgotten. The next calf will be selected with greater care. His 
ancestry will be scrutinized minutely. Family traits will have to 
be proven before a selection is decided upon, for this lad is not 
going to take another chance. He is determined to own and finish 


a better one.

He noted the trouble and the determined look that 
replaced the fleeting expression of hope was enough to assure 
those who observed him that he will be there again next year, and 
that his calf will make trouble for some other lad. 

A number of small breeding herds are on the circuit this 
season, belonging to lads who but a year or two ago did their last 
club work, and so we say that in and through this magnanimous 
endeavor rural America of the future is to find most excellent 
foundation material.

The Cow Business of Today! 


Is there an oversupply of feeder cattle for the coming season? 
There is very little on the horizon today to indicate that such an 
alarm should be sounded. Much to the contrary, all figures and 
estimates notwithstanding, the man who actually goes out to locate 
his futures at this time is not overly delighted with prospects for 
a flooded market and cheap prices. Cow men are at the very gate 
of a decidedly improved production period as far as prices are con- 
cerned. She stuff in the open places is not over abundant, bulls 
have been run longer than wisdom and experience warranted, re- 
sulting in short calf crops in many quarters. Inferior bulls have 
not helped much for their progeny is not of the best sort. Men who 
grow cattle as a business are going to be in the market for more 
and better bulls this season. Will the bulls be awaiting them? 

Men blessed with pasture and roughage a plenty are indeed 
fortunately situated for they are in a position to increase their 
cow herds now before prices really begin to move upward too far. 
Up to this time price valuations have moved decidedly slow, their 
snail-like advances being many times really negligible, nevertheless 
there has been an upward tendency for nearly two years past and 
this movement is just now spurred to greater action because of the 
apparent shortage of breeding cattle. Speaking as a whole for the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed there are no servicable bulls looking for 
new homes today. There may be a few here and there that have 
not yet been cleaned up. And there is ample reason for this. 
With but few exceptions the reason for a stock of bulls on hand is 
directly traceable to poor salesmanship—which by the way 1s a 
most deplorable situation. Lack of publicity furnishes another alibi 
for being at home. Get your cattle before the public some way. 
If you don’t use your breed paper, use something else, but what 
ever is done use something.

Meat Inspection Discussed from Public's 
Point of View 


A recent Department of Agriculture cir. / 
cular, “The Inspection Stamp as a Guide | 
to Wholesome Meat,” is being reprinted in 
a second edition. This government circu- 
lar, though dealing with an important of- 
ficial activity, approaches the subject from 
the public’s point of view. Though numer- 
ous illustrations and text interspersed with 
conversation and numerous questions con- 
cerning Federal meat inspection, Dr. John 
R. Mohler, chief of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, explains how the public may de- 
rive greatest benefits from the inspection 
service. Portions of the circular point out 
there is a tendency for housewives to select 
meat with less care than they select mil- 
linery, and that there is a prevalent but 
incorrect belief that Federal inspection ap- 
plies to all meat whereas the law limits 
Federal supervision only to the meat from 
establishments engaged in interstate or for- 
eign comerce. 


The circular discusses the inspection of 
meats and their products from the stand- 
point of housewives, retail butchers, live- 
stock producers, city health officials, san- 
itarians, and restaurant owners. The United 
States Department of Agriculture encour- 
ages local inspection to include meats which 
do not come under Federal supervision.
